Farm Briefs, 

«* 

Complaints arc made in "Wisconsin 
tliat the second crop of clover is yield- 
ing no seed. 

It is said that when a lien's cotnl) 
freezes she lays no more oggs until it is 
completely healed. 

New York orchard ists whose trees 
were infestod with aphides have found 
tobacco water the best remedy, 

South Carolina ten, cured in a fruit 
evaporator, has been pronounced by 
experts to be equal to imported teas. 

An Orange county (N. ST.) fanner 
keeps peafowls to destroy potato beetl- 
es, claiming that they arovcry servieea- 
able in that respect. 

Tho dust-bath is as necessary for 
fowls as water is for man; it cleanecs 
their feathers and skin from vermin 
and impurities and is instrumental in 
preserving their health. 

Occasionally something appears in 
print concerning the sex of eggs. On 
this point a poultry raiser claims that 
short eggs produce liens and long eggs 
produce cocks. 

Keep your fowls tamo if you want 
them to be profitable, Fowls that are 
often frightened by the owner, or al- 
lowed to be chased by clogs, are, na a 
general tiling, not very profitable. 

It is claimed that tho dam, an a rule, 
has more direct influence on her off- 
spring, as regards health and size Lhan 
the sire; but the siro has more direct 
influence on the bones, heart and nerves 
than the dam. 

The healthiest pork cannot be ob- 
tained from a clear feed of dry corn. 
The digestive organs of the animal so 
fed are sure to get out of order upon 
tso heating a food and thus the whole 
ay stem becomes tainted rind impure. 

Set out strawberries in the fall, if 
preferred, until quite late. Blaekberri- 
es, raspberries, gooseberries, currants, 
etc., start very early in the spring. In 
fall plants this growth is not, injured, 
a9 they make much hetier headway 
than when put out in the spring, es- 
pecially if protected. 

Members nf the Illinois Horticultur- 
al Society denounce the practice of ring- 
ing orchard trees to produce early bear- 
ing, except in thickly planted orchards, 
■where the final intention is to take out 
alternate trees. In this case tho trees 
to come out may be protitably forced 
into early bearing. 

In most parts of the South an aver- 
age corn crop has been raised and there 
will be less demand for Western crop 
than for some years past. This is es 
pecially true in view of the fact that 
the largest hay crop ever known in the 
South has been harvested this year and 
more oats will be sown than ever be- 
fore. 

■It is estimated that the shortage of 
the wool clip in Australia this year, in 
consequence of the drought destroying 
so many millions of the sheep and 
greatly injuring many others, will cut. 
down the yield of Australian wool pos- 
sibly 80,1)00,000 pounds, or a' quantity 
equal to all the wool imported into the 
United States. 

Sir John 13. Lawes of Rotliamstead, 
JSng., says he remembers when the first 
th'reshin<; inaOhiue was bought and tak- 
en jit his neighborhood. The owner had 
tp bury it at night, as armed bodies of 
men vyent about tho country burning 
ail.the machines they could find. The 
socialism of to-day has about the same 
atuount qE sense as that of old. 

A writer to tho Indiana Farmer 
says he cures heaves in horses by with 
holding hay and substituting green food 
inBtea.i, He then makes a ball as large 
as a hulled walnut, of equal parts of 
balsam of fir and balsam of copaiba, 
giving the animal one of the halls night 
and morning. It is suggested also that 
the grain allowed be slightly moisten- 



ed and seasoned with a little salt be 
fore feeding. 

There is an element in the stock 
business, says the Farmers' Review, 
which does not exist in grain growing. 
It is that the man who produces a 
choice or fancy grade of beef is paid 
according to its merits. The same is 
true of the raising of hotses, wool, 
mutton, sheep, and, in a less degree, of 
pork, while the same holds good in 
horticultural production's, 

An Irish breeder says that offspring 
bred from greatly dissimilar parents 
in either size or character, should 
never be used for breeding purposes 
Their offspring will certainly prove to 
be mongrels of nondescript character. 
The parents should be as similar as 
possible, as a rule, the neglect of which 
lias led to more disappointment than 
any other cause. 

An experienced horticulturist says 
that fresh cider should bo boiled and 
.skimmed completely before being bung- 
ed uj>. In the spring, if vinegar is de- 
sired, place it in a warm, sunny room 
and add six pounds of diluted brown 
sugar to the barrel, accorditig to the 
acidity of the cider. The exposure to 
the air admits oxygen and changes the 
akohol to acetic or vinegar, 

Etiquette in Drinking. 



The custom of touching glases prior 
to drinking healths is common in ling 
land and other countries, especially in 
Germany. It is curious to trace how 
this custom has prevailed, and still ex- 
ists among savage tribe's. To drink out 
of the same cup, and to eat off the 
same plate was one of the ways in 
which the ancients celebrated a mar- 
riage, and the wedding feast continues 
to he not the least important of the 
marriage ceremonies to the present day. 
The Indians of Brazil retain a custom 
of drinking together a little brandy, 
as a sign that the marriage is conclud- 
ed. In China similar customs arc met 
with. 

In tho midaival banquets of Ger- 
many it was the custom to pass a 
"loving cup" from hand to hand, but 
this gradually necessitated that the 
cup should be of enormous s'ze, and 
thus smaller cups and glasses were 
adopted, and the old custom was con- 
formed to by the drinkers touching 
their glasses before drinking. The cere- 
mony attending the passing and drink- 
ing out of tho "loving cup," as practic- 
ed of our great city festivals, and at 
some of our great college halls, is said 
to have risen from the assassination of 
King Edward. 

It was then the custom of the Anglo 
Saxons to pass around a large cup, 
from which each guest drank. Who 
thus drank stood up, and, as he lifted 
up tho cup with both hands, his body 
was exposed without any defense to a 
blow, and the occasion was often seiz- 
ed by an enemy to murder him. To 
prevent this the plan was adopted: 
When one of the company stood up to 
drink he required the companion who 
sat next to him to he his pledge — that 
is, to be responsible for protecting him 
against anybody who should attempt 
to take advantage of his defenseless 
position. This companion stood up also 
and raised his drawn sword in his 
hand to defend the drinker while drink- 
ing. This practice, in a somewhat alter- 
ered form, continued long after the 
condition of society had ceased to re- 
quire it, and was the origin of the 
modern practice of pladging by drink- 
ing. In drinking from the "loving cup" 
as now practised, each person rises 
and takes the cup in his' hand to drink, 
and, at the same time, the person seat- 
ed next to him rises also, and when the 
latter takes the cup in his turn, the in- 
dividual next does the same. — London 
Brewers' Guardian. 



Singular Death. 

San Francisco, Dec. 3. — Arthur 
Pomeroy, aged 2 years, suddenly dis- 
appeared from his parents' house, at 
•125 Turk street, yesterday afternoon. 
Active search was made for him every- 
where, but he could not be found. The 
fact was then reported to the police. 
Some boys were playing in a lot adjoin- 
ing the parents' house, when they saw 
a foot with a boot on on it sticking out 
of the ground. One ran to the parents' 
house and made known what ho had 
seen. A few minutes' digging succeeded 
in unearthing the body, which proved 
to he that of the missing child. The 
parents were horror stricken, and the 
father is so overcome with grief that it 
is feared he may lose his reason. Police 
are actively investigating the case. The 
assumption is that some older playmate 
dug a hob?, stuck him in, 1 covered him 
up and smothered him. 

Later investigation shows the death 
of thechild to have occurred accidentilly. 
A deep hole had been dug in the sand 
by a playmate, into which the Pom- 
eroy fell head foremost. Sand immedi- 
ately fell on him, almost completely 
covering the body, and death quickly 
followed.

GREAT BRITAIN'S TRADE. 

The subject ef tho decline of British 
trade has been mentioned in these uuluimia 
several times of lato. It is true that a 
doprosaiun exists in all countries at 
present, but it must bo acknowledged that 
England is feeling the brunt of tho hard 
times. Tho commerce of the country is 
steadily declining. Tho imports for the 
month of October are entered at £31,000,- 
000, agairiBt £30,000,000 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, while the 
exports are ontered at £20,400,000, 
against £21,139,000. In tho import sta- 
tistics the most notablo foattires aro a 
great falling.off in the quantity of grain 
imported and a largo increase in tho 
quantity of Taw cotton, brought from tho 
United States. In exports tho largest 
deoreaso is in iron and Bteol, from £2,- 
478,000 to £2,101,000. In all branches 
of trade for the ton months of the year, 
the falling off amounts to £3,421,000. 
When figures like those aro brought for- 
ward, tho answer genorally is that Eng- 
land's trade is so enormous that she can 
afford to lose a largo proportion of it bo- 
foro she need trouble herself about tho 
matter, or fear that any of her rivals will 
overreach hor. But this is fulse reason- 
ing. If England continues to run behind 
year after year while other countries aro 
gradually increasing their imports and 
exports, the timo must come when Eng- 
land's supremacy will be lost. Mr. Mun- 
dolla, in a spoech before tho house of com- 
mons a short time ago, argued that there 
was no cauBe for alarm, in the fact that 
the tonnage of English shipping passing 
through the Suez canal has only increased 
by seven per cent., while tho tonnage of 
French shipping has nearly doubled — 
"becauso eighty percent, of the shipping 
passing through tho canal is English ship 
ping." This gentleman did not seem to 
consider that if French and other ship- 
ping keep on doubling, while tho English 
only increase by seven per cent., the 
lattor'a eighty per cent, of tho total ship- 
ping paBsing through the canal will soon 
disappear. But to take a wider viow of 
the matter, by considering England's com- 
merce in general, figures show that tho 
great disparity in tho oxtent and value of 
oommercn which formerly oxisied between 
England and all other countries is grad- 
ually being lessened by several of the 
principle powers. Since 1870 tho United 
States have increased thoir total com- 
merce by soventy-fivo per cent., Russia 
by seventy. per cent., France by tiftyoone 
Der cent., Germany by forty per cent., 
and Great Britain by only twenty-six 
per cent. Tho truth is that while 
England formerly had a monopoly of 
certain markets, other countries are 
now dividing the profits with her. A 
reference to the statistics of Canadian 
commorce show how this is being done. In 
1873 the total exports from Canada were 
valued at 89 million dollars, and in 1883 
thoy had reached 98 millions. Of these 
oxports 30 millions wore sent to England in 
1873 and 47 millions in 1883, while the ex- 
ports to the United States had fallen from 
42 millions to 41% million dollars worth. 
But the oxports to Franco had grown dur- 
ing the same period from 631,000 to SG17,- 
000; to Germany, from S70.000 to §133,000; 
to Spain, from S25.000 to $104,000; to 
Italy, from §177,000 to $218,000; to Bel- 
gium, from $17,000 to $195,000; to China, 
from $46,000 to $105,000; to Australia, 
from $41,000 to $375,000. Looking to tho 
other side of tho picturo, we find that while 
tho total imports into Canada in the same 
period hare fallen in valuo from $127,000,- 
000 to $123,000,000, England is tho only 
country from which the valuo of imports 
into Canada has decreased. There tho fall- 
ing off has been from $G8,500,000 to $52,- 
000,000, while the imports from tho United 
States have grown from $47,500,000 to $50,- 
000,000; from France, from $2,023,000 to 
$2,310,000; from Germany, from $1,099,- 
000 to $1,809,000; from South America, 
from $410,000 to $1,404,000; from Italy, 
from $52,000 to $104,000; from Belgium, 
from $340,000 to §415,000, and so on. 
There is not a single country bosides Eng- 
land from whence the imports into Canada 
have diminished. It is thus evident that as 
far aH Canada is concerned, tho market ouco 
afforded to England is, in part at least, bo- 
ing usurped by other nations, though at tho 
onmo time England has become more and 
more dependent on Canada for certain sup- 
plies. The same is the case with the other 
colonies, on a smaller scale, and this is no 
doubt ouo of tho groat causes of tho de- 
crease in volume of England's commerco.

Movement to Remove Bishop 
Fabrc. 

Montreal, Dec. 3. — A French paper 
states that two ox-canons of this diocese 
have addressed a memorandum to Homo 
asking for tho removal of Bishop Fabro 
from the diocese of Montronl, urging in sup- 
port of their request that he is not in har- 
mony with a majority of tho diocese on tho 
question of tho religious difficulties. The 
paper also states that tho two priests re- 
ferred to aro supported by tho apostolic 
commissioner in their petition. 

Ottawa, Dec. 3. — Becoming alarmed at 
tho ory for annexation to the United States 
which has been raised in Now Brunswick, 
owing to tho difference shown by Sir John 
Macdonaid and his party in regard to secur- 
ing a commercial treaty with Spain, tho 
leading government organs simultaneously 
announce to-day that tho Imperial and 
Canadian governments have both authorized 
Sir Charles Topper to proceed at an early 
date to Madrid to secure improved trade re- 
lations betweou Canada and tho Spanish 
IVeBt Indies. 



CAPJi COLONY. 

Don't Like the Settlement. 

Capetown, Dec. 3. — Sir Hercules Rob- 
inson, Governor of Capo of Good Hope, 
disapproves tho terms of settlement of tho 
Bochuana question by which free hooters 
agree to evacuato tho Montsoir territory 
and accept tho conditions imposed by min- 
isters of Oape colony, that the annexation 
of Bechuanaland by the government of 
Capo colony and also tho Transvaal con- 
vention shall bo respected. The governor 
is strongly endorsed by public opinion.

DELAYED DISPATCHES 



The Franeliise Bill Passes the 
Lords. ' 

Dover, (N. H.), Dec. 5.— Later 
pra.ticulars from Stafford show that 
Stephen Young, in whoso house the ex- 
plosion previously reported occurred, 
had a party last night. There was dyna- 
mite for blasting purposes on a shelf. 
Oneoftbe party, to scare the rest, Bred 
a revolver, and tho jar caused tho ex- 
plosion of the dynamite. The house 
was blown to atoms and burned up. 
One person, a French man employed by 
Young, was killed outright and seven 
were wounded. Bonds to the amount 
of $50,000 and a large amount of rail- 
road stock were destroyed. Miss Sadie 
Greenfield, of Rochester, was blown 
through a window and her head cut 
open. Several of those injured will 
probably die. 

EUROPE. 

London, Dec. 2. — It has been dis- 
covered that vessels at Loudon Docks, 
which were supposed to be taking on 
board cargoes of provisions, were real- 
ly loading munitions of war for China. 

Berne, Dec. 5. — M. Schenck has 
been elected President of tho Swiss 
Confederation for 1885, and M. Doucli- 
er, Vice President. Both are radicals. 

London, Dec. 5. — The Franchise 
bill was read a third timo in the House 
of Lords this afternoon and was subse- 
quently passed by that body. 

London, Dec. 5. — Smalley'a cotton 
mill at Farnsworth, iu Lancashire, 
was destroyed by fire to-day. The loss 
is estimated at .£200,000. 

CANADA. 

Montreal, Dec. 5. — President elect 
Cleveland has declined an invitation to 
attend the carnival, owing to pressure 
of business. 

Windsor, Out., Dtc. 5. — A malig- 
nant epidemic of diptheria is causing 
serious mortality in parts of East ami 
West Sandwich and other places in 
this vicinity. 

CALIFORNIA.. 

San Francisco, Doc. 5.— The case of 
George W. Emerson, who shot Adolph 1J 
Spreckles when the latter attempted the 
life of M. H. Da Yonnor, was dismissed 
this morning on tho ground that the hear- 
ing had extended over the statutory time 
of six days. 

It is well known that most of the Corn- 
stock mines havo been operated at a loss 
for several months past, but not till now 
has there been any surrender of proton 
sions on tho part of the managers. The 
Ohollar company has taken the load in 
abandoning the lower levels. This is the 
signal to "let go" all around, and will uo 
doubt be speedily obeyed. The Qumstock 
is workod out, and tho sooner it is aban- 
doned the better. 

William II. Neilsou, in tho libel cue of 
Miss Hill, plaintiff in tho celebrated 
Sharon divorce case, versus the D;iily 
Alta newspaper, stated, under oath, that 
letters purporting to havo boon addressed 
to Miss Hill by Senator .Sharon, in which 
he called hor "My Dear Wifo," and which 
sho produced iu the divorce trial, were 
forgeries, and that ho had seen them 
while in process of manufacture. Tho 
statement created a sensation. 

Tho Post to-night gets off tho following 
noat bit of sarcasm; "Local democratic 
papors aro, ono and all, suggesting that 
Cleveland appoint a Californiaii to his 
cabinet. Wo second tho motion, ami 
would respectfully nominate Mr. Chris- 
topher Buckley for the honor. He is tho 
recognized leador of his party and, moro 
than any other, its distinctively ropiesen 
tativo man." 

Dr. Coon, ex-mayor and ex-police 
judge of this city, died suddenly to-day, 
at tho Palaco hotel, from neuralgia of tho 
heart, aged GO years. Ho leaves a wife 
and several sons and daughters. 

Eastern Canada Mail. 

(Pet Northern Pacific Railway.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 28. — Tho finance minis ■ 
tor has been authorized by an order 
passed at tho last council meeting to 
sign tho contract with tho Halifax Steam- 
ship Company for a direct steamship ser- 
vice between St. Lawrence ports and 
Halifax, N. S., and Havre, France. The 
trips will bo made fortnightly during the 
summer and monthly during the winter, 
and aro to bo commenced next April. 

Tho death sentence passed upon Francis 
Bowie, of Antigonish, N. S., has, it is 
understood, been commuted to imprison- 
ment for life. 

Brockvili.k, Nov. 28. — Considerable 
excitement was caused yesterday morning 
by an announcement that a deficit to a 
largo amount had been discovered in the 
accounts of J. Wood, teller in Mldson's 
Bank, and that he had taken his depar- 
ture hurriedly. 

WINNIPEG, Nov. 28. — In thoir present- 
ment the grand jury refer to the recent 
flogging case, expressing the opinion that 
while in extreme cases such punishment, 
is advisable, yet in McCorraiclt's e isu ii is 
unfortunate it should have fallen to Ins 
lot to bo made an example of. It is recom- 
mended that before a similar punishment 
is indicted that the prisoner should bo 
brought before tho court to defend him- 
self. 

Tho council of the Farmers' Union has 
been in session here for two days, and 
transacted various items of business con- 
nected with the sale of produce.

Ho fell off a 
high stool, striking his neck on the back 
of a chair. 

Kingston, Nov. 27.— A Mrs. Grigot 
was arrested to-day at tho instance of her 
mother-in-law, on a charge of bigamy. 
Her first husband, who is now in the 
west, will bo here in a fow days to givo 
his evidence. 

Ottawa, Nov. 27. — A man named Jus. 
Poitraa has been arrested in Hull on a 
charge of counterfeiting. lie is accused 
of passing 50-cent pieces which he is said 
to have moulded.

Tho Fate of Punched Silver. 



"Yes, punched coins are a great nui- 
sance, but they come to grief at last," 
said the rotund old messenger at tho 
assay officii in Wall street. "Why, wo 
buy them here by tho peek and molt 
them up into silver bars. What do wo 
pay? Just what the silver comes to in 
coin, less 1 per cent. But wo never 
hay less than $100 worth of old silver. 
Many people come here and expect wo 
are gxm'o to give them a nsw pieco for 
some punched dime or quarter they 
have. I usually send them across tho 
street to J. B.'Colga'e's bullion ofliee. 
Wo get a queer assortment of old silver 
here— worn-out spoons, old family 
plate, watch eases, medals, jewelry, re- 
fuse from jewelers' shops, otc. You 
see there may be a good deal of senti- 
ment clinging to a bar of silver when 
you think your grandmother's spoons 
or the pin you gave your girl may be 
molted up iu it." 

It happened that tho reporter had a 
punched quarter with the holo neatly 
tilled up with lead, which had recently 
been passed oil' on him, sandwiched, 
between two other quarters in making 
change. Stepping over to Colgato's 
otliee he was told that the piece was 
worth 17 cents. "Wo take in such 
coins every day," said the clerk as he 
tossed the bad coin into a pilo of others 
and handed out the 17 cents. "I think 
a good man}- of them come from tho 
West Indies. "They do not mind 
punched money down there." 

Another broker said: "This punched 
money is a vexation to the public. You 
have to scan every piece of money you 
receive to make sure you are not being 
.swindled. Then nothing makes you 
•so mad as to have some ono shove a 
piece of money which you suppose is 
all right back at yon and say 'punched,' 
and look at you as though you were a 
counterfeiter or a thief. It is ten times 
as easy to take such a pieco as to get 
fid of it. You couldn't pass them on a 
blind man or an ignorant fruit dealer, 
and about the only thing you can do is 
to put them into the contribution box 
or give them to beggars, and then you 
feel like a moan fellow. I tell you 
punched money is a bigger nuisance 
than you think. This device of tilling 
the holes with lead is a poor one. If 
the lead is scraped bright one might bo 
deceived in the dark, but the fraud is 
easily found out if you look closely. 
Other ways of tampering with coin aro 
to tile it or bore into the edges or 
sweat it.- This last is usually dono to 
gold coin, and is simply shaking it in a 
bag to get the gold dust that comes oil". 
There ought to be a severe penalty for 
tampering with coins. It is the mean- 
est- kind of robbery." — New York Tri- 
bune.

Opinions of Prominent Citizens 

AN ALMOST XJNANIITIOUS EX- 
PKESSION 



In Favor of Underground 
Drainage 

And a Discharge into the Sea. 



Mlt. E. C. liAKBU, M. P., 

thought there should be underground 
drainago. Ho saw no objection to tho 
use of tho harbor provided the pipes 
wore carriod out to a live-fathom depth at 
low water. That, ho believed, would 
meet tho objection now urged to a harbor 
discharge. Tho cost would bo heavy 
under any circumstances — how heavy, he 
would not vonture to say — but anything 
was preferable to tho existing epidemic. 
The money, as far as possible, should bo 
expended among local artisans and white 
labor. 

MB. N. SI1AKESPEAHE, M. P., 

was in favor of underground drainago, 
with a discharge at Ross Bay. Money 
would havo to be raised for tho purpose — 
how largo a aum, not being a professional 
man, ho would not venture to say; but it 
should be borno in mind that tho money 
raised for that purpoao, besides sweeten- 
ing and purifying the town, would be 
spent among our own citizens, and in tho 
result would nearly all return to the town. 
Tho loan, if possible, should be contracted 
with local parties, so that tho interest, as 
well as the principal, would in the long 
run, return to them, and no Chinese 
should bo employed in the works. 

Mlt. JOSEPH BOSUOWITZ 

spoko of the excellent system of drainage 
employed in the English cities which he 
had recently left. Tho cost of tho system, 
if introduced here, would bo heavy, but 
what were dollars when health was the 
object sought I London, ho considered, 
tho most perfectly drained city in tlio 
world— tho death rate there, sin<io tho 
sewage was carried far beyond the city, 
having sonsibly declined, and was now 
much less than that of any other European 
capital. Tho real estate rato should cer- 
tainly bo revised and every property- 
holder made to contribute a fair share 
towards tho civic revenue. The money 
required for drainage, Mr. BoscnwitZ 
said, could be raised in London easily, 
tho credit of the city being ^ood and the 
security ample. 

Mil. I). OPPKNIIEIMER 

said that he could imagine no wilder 
proposition than that which had for its 
object the drainage of tho slums into the 
harbor. Tho sewage should bo carried to 
Ross Bay whero it could never get back 
to poison tho citizens. The mouth of the 
dischargo pipe should never be out of 
water, otherwise tho air would rush into 
the drain and drive tho poisonous gas 
back into overy house. 

MR. E. n. MinviN 
thought the harbor might be utilized for 
drainage purposes with advantage. He 
would employ the ravine for one section of 
the town with side drains leading into it. 
Ho would relievo another section of sewage 
by discharging it into .James Bay. Finlay- 
sou's gully would drain the northern end of 
the city, and the East End might drain 
eventually into Koss Hay. Tho expense of 
nn underground system such as proposed 
by The Colonist would bo very heavy. Re- 
ferring to the real estate roll Mr. Marvin 
said it ought to be revised. It was a shame 
that there had been no revision for 13 
years, and it was equally a shame that en- 
terprising citizens wore taxed on their im- 
provements, while propertyholders by their 
side who would not drive a nail got the 
benefit of their neighbors' enterprise and 
wero not taxed on the onhauced value of 
their holdings. 

EX-MAYOR EEDFEKN 
was of opinion that tho drainago of the 
town east of Government street should be 
carried towards the son and there left. 
West of Government street the town 
would probably have to drain into tho 
harbor or out to the sea by way of Men- 
zioa street. Any scheme should be well 
considered, and of course, must have the 
approval of tho ratepayers. While ho 
was in office the council had the levels 
taken with a view to drainago. These 
levels would be at the disposal of the next 
council, and ho was glad to observe the 
prusent agitation against foul gutters and 
no sewerage. 

EX COUNCILLOR M'LEAN. 

was in favor of an underground system of 
drainage. Tho present system was simply 
abominable and to it was to bo attributed 
the bad stato of the public health. If 
the money necessary to effect the im- 
provement' could be raised in the city or 
province in from §25,000 to §50,000 
blocks at, any, not exceeding 5 per cent, 
it would he best; but if the loan had to go 
to England it should be put on the mar 
ket as a whole. Tho expenditure of 
money for drainago purposes meant em- 
ployment for laborers and artisans and 
good health for tho ratepayers gener- 
ally. 

Mil. JOHN ALDER 

Favored the scavenger system of Edin - 
burgh. There tho rubbish, ashes, swill 
and exenta were placed in buckots or 
tubs in front of premises after dark and 
during tho night wore carted away and 
dumped upon a lot two milos out of town 
and afterwards sold for fertilizing pur- 
poses. The gutters should he Hushed 
regularly as most of the diseaau now ore- 
valont came from miasina. 

Mil. OOOTK H. CHAMBERS, 
senior school trustee, was asked as ho sat 
in an easy chair propped up with pillows, 
what he thought of the proposition to 
drain tho town? Raising a wasted hand 
lie pointed to his hollow cheeks and said 
feebly: "They speak louder and more elo- 
quently than 1 could in favor of drainage. 
For Boveu weeks I havo been an invalid 
and havo all hut lost my life from tho ef- 
fects of disease produced by malaria. 1 
am in favor of a thoroueh system of un- 
derground sewerage and every bono in 
my body aches a fervent "Amen" to tho 
proposition." The money required should 
be raised by loan on tho English market 
and a revision of tho realestato roll would 
pay the interest. 

Mil. JOSHUA DAVIES, 

as a business man whose location is on tho 
water front, deprecatod in strong terms 
the proposition to turn tho harbor into a 
cesspool, and could not believe that such 
a proposition would meet with favor. 
Tho harbor was limited enough already 
and to fill it up with sewerage would be 
to cause it to shoal along the wharves 
besides creating a pevmaiient and danger- 
tiua nuisance. Underground drainago 
with a sea discharge was the only feasible 
or safe plan, and as for tho cost, a future 
generation should be made to bear a good- 
ly proportion. Tho money should bo 



borrowed hero in small Bums, ^f say, 
§50,000 at a timo, covering a period of 
20 years, so that what was paid in inter- 
est would benefit residents of the city or 
province. If realestato was taxed within 
a third of its just value no increase in the 
rate of taxation would be neeeaaary and 
there would bo ample funds to meet in- 
terest and sinking fund. 

MR. A. II. QUAY 

would like to see tho underground drain- 
ago terminate at the sea. it should be 
commenced at once; but the expense 
would be heavy, and the expenditure 
would havo to be extended ovor several 
years: In Lllti niuuii ivliilo (that is, while 
the works are in progress) he would ad - 
viae tho introduction of the earth-closet 
system as a municipal work. Tho muni- 
cipality should provide the buckets 
necessary, and the city scavengers should 
empty them once a week. The citizens 
should bo taxed for the purpose. At 
present tho removal of soil was a heavy 
tax on property holders, ar.d house occu- 
piers, in the amounts they paid to private 
parties for the removal of excreta, etc. 
Suppose they paid to the city tho sums now 
paid private individuals, tho work would 
ho more thoroughly done; in most casos 
it is not done at nil now, tho bylaw being 
evaded. The sea end of tho drainago 
sewor shoul'd be arranged so that tho sea 
water as it rose and retired would assist in 
Hushing tho main sewer. 

EX COUNCILLOR J. W. WILLIAMS 
was opposed to upon gutters and harbor 
dischargo. Ho believed in a good, wholo- 
some system of underground drains, and 
did not think that they would cost any- 
thing near tho sum certain people had es- 
timated. However, whatever might be 
tho nature of the scheme adopted by tho 
next council it would have to come before 
tho ratepayers for their approval or re- 
jection, so that in any case the city was 
protected. ISo plan could be arranged 
without the consent of tho ratepayers, a 
wiso provision. He hoped there would 
be a revision of the real estate roll. 

UK. K. A. Pit AEO BR, 
formerly medical officer of Hasliugton, 
Lancashire, where the earth-closet systom 
had a fair and li ng trial, utterly con- 
demns the system . Baslington, and every 
other town of any size in England, had 
discarded earth- closets as being tho cause 
of sickness and death, and had gone back 
to undeiground drams. In some places 
tho sowago was discharged through brick 
drains and deodorizing filters into cess- 
pools, and afterwards sold to agricultural- 
ists. Open drains and earth closets ho 
classed as abominations, and tho employ- 
ment of the harbor us a receptacle tor the 
sewerage ho condemned in strong tortus. 

Mil. A. OENER 
was decidedly in favor of underground 
drainage and a sea discharge. Ho at- 
tributed tho epidemic of sickness almost 
entirely to surface drainage, and referred 
to the condition of Pandora avenue 
(whero he resides) as being most danger- 
ous to public health. 

Mil. <:. E. APPONYI, c. B. 
deprecated the harbor delivery plan ns dau- 
goroirs to health and life. There should bo 
a sea delivery or none at all. San Francis- 
co used her harbor as the depository of 
sewerage, and let any man stand on Market 
street wharf when thti tide was out and he 
would encounter odors before which "Araby 
the Blest" would have to retire. Ross I5ay 
was tho proper receptacle for sewage. 
Competitive plans should lie asked for with 
premiums of §'.2,500 for the best, §1,500 
for tlio second beat, and $1,000 for the 
third. Leading to Hons Bay thero was a 
swale, the utilization of which would ren- 
der heavy excavations unnecessary. 

MB. U. O. TIEOKMAN, 0. K. , 
Said that another Nero was wanted here 
to restore a healthy condition with u high 
hand. Drastic measures were necessary, 
and the people must make sacrifices to ob- 
tain a gootl system uf underground sowers 
discharging into the sea. There ought to 
be a law passed t > tear down nil the old 
wooden houses, the sills of which rest on 
tho ground. Such structures were almost 
as detrimental to health as the slime and 
dirt that filled the gutters. 

MR. P. LEECH, C. E. , 
city surveyor, said that the proper dis- 
charge place for the sewer* was at the 
southern end of Cook street. The town 
as low as tho Telegraph Hotel could be 
easily drained by moans of a sower dis 
charging into the straits from the line of 
Cook street. The question of cost Air. 
Leech would not discuss, but ho was 
cloarly of opinion that a harbor dischargo 
would be worse than none. 

Works op Art. — Those who have an 
eye for the beautiful should pay a visit to 
Joseph Summer's store and inspect his 
collection of tine pictures. On visiting 
Mr. S. yesterday wo wero shown sumo 
very faithful copies of masterpieces by 
the greatest artists, annuals by Rosa 
Bonheur and Sir Edwin Landseer; land- 
scapes by Lawson, Burrows and other 
painters; and a particularly tine copy of 
Gustavo Dore"s "War."

THE EFFECTS OF 1 1. -VIE ISO K 
DRAINAGE. 

The Experience of Albany, IS'cw 
York. 

Tho New York Herald, of the 22d alt., 
contains some startling fuels respecting 
tho consequences of discharging a city's 
sewage into the hasiii ot harbor. A scien- 
tific officer recently reported to tho board 
of health of New York state aa follows: 

"I had heard rumors that the Albany 
ba3in was becoming a nuisance some time 
ago, but it was not until I received a com- 
munication from a number of boat clubs 
who have thoir tloats and houses near the 
the basin that I investigated them. Tho 
members stated that the gases arising 
from tho basin were obnoxious and pro- 
ductive of sickness and malaria. I in- 
vestigated tho matter and found that an 
alarming stato of affairs prevailed. When 
tho basin was opened it was intended to 
keep the bottom covered by at least bovoii 
feet of water. Around the basin wero 
tho wharves of the Albany steamboats, 
tho leading hotels and the postoffice. Tho 
city has for some time emptied all its 
sowago into this basin. As a result, it 
has become ao tilled with tlio animal and 
vegetable matter contained in the water 
that two mud flats of eonio size are now 
exposed at low tide. From the muss of 
decomposing matter bubbles of gas are 
continually arising. The passing too and 
fro of tho ferryboats and steamers keeps 
tho battum well stirred up."

Thu 
grand jury being iu session tho case was 
submitted diroct to them, and a true bill 
found. Then the potty jury found Ling 
Ging guilty, and at six o'clock Mr. Jus- 
tice Crease sentenced him to six years' 
imprisonment. 

We understand that Mr. M. Bate on 
the 30th ult. , ceased his connection with 
tho business management of tho Vancou- 
ver Coal Mining and Land Co. Mr. Buto 
waa in tho employ of tho Hudson Bay 
Company when the Vancouver Coal Com- 
pany purchased thoir extensive tract of 
coal lands in 18(>2.

As Mayor of tho 
city ho has presided ovor the deliberations 
of the several municipal councils with 
dignity and judgment, and taken a keen 
interest in all inattors of a public char- 
actor. 

Oleomargarine. 

For many years in the eastern stales tho 
vile composition known as 'oleomargarine' 
oi "buttorine" bus been commented on 
by the press constantly, while the illus- 
trated papers have boon occasionally filled 
with representations of the mode in which 
the stuff ia gathered and the compound 
manufactured. The vilest of matter col- 
lected from slaughter houses and sewers, 
and refuse of many descriptions, is used 
iu its manufacture, and we believe a law 
wna passed for tho purpose of compelling 
dealers to soil it as butturino or oleomar- 
gine and not as butter. An expert can 
easily distinguish it, from the pure article, 
for its grain ia different. However, it is 
of such a disgusting make-up that no one 
would use it did ho know of its nature. 
Whether this article has found its way to 
Victoria wo cannot say, but we do not 
think any rotail merchant would offer it 
for sale to any of his customers. By the 
Portland papers wo notice that tho fact 
that twenty tons of I his buttorine bus 
found its way to that city and this has 
excited the indignation of the citizens 
against it, and tho News proposes that it 
should be seized and thrown into the 
river. Probably this would be the most 
acceptable way of disposing of the article 
Wo think that it would be advisable at 
tho next session of the provincial legisla- 
ture to pass a bill prohibiting its sale 
within the province for should it bo 
palmed off here as butter it would ho the 
means of producing disease, and there ore 
enough causes operating in that direction 
at present.

Forty schooners go out on an aver- 
age ui the course of the year to some 
part or other of tho South seas. Money 
is ii(*t yet understood by most of tho 
islanders, though they are beginning to 
take particular notice of it. What thoy 
generally get is tobacco, pipes, calico, 
American axes, knives, etc. Some- 
tituos, too, I fancy, the "boys" wo get 
arc sold to us by others who havo cap- 
tured them, and are glad to get some- 
thing for them. In a few instances we 
pick up peoplo who are running away 
from enemies. This is not common, 
but I remember one case. Two bouts 
were lying oft' the island In tho usual 
way. the lirst close by the beach with 
tho • 'cover" boat a littlo way behind it, 
when a beautiful young woman plunged 
oil' a point of rock into the surf, and, 
after diving under the heavy breakers, 
readied the smooth water, and soon, 
catching hold of the gunwale of, t lit 
first boat, sprang on board. 

In make and shape she was one of tho 
finest specimens of tho human race I 
have ever scan; her features small and 
exceedingly regular, her eyes almost 
black, with long lashes, and beautiful 
hands and feet. Hor hair was all 
shaved with the excepti n of one tuft 
of long hair ijuite on the crown of her 
head, which was rolled up tight in a 
small tuft.

How English Knbhita riavo Overrun Aus- 
tralia. 



Some rather curious nnrt interesting 
facts relative to tho rabbit piagiio of 
Australia wore detailed in this corres- 
pondence a couple of years ago, as 
gathered from a statement forwarded 
from Now South Wales, showing tho 
country to bo overrun with rabbits, so 
much so that agriculture and stock- 
raising woro seriously threatonod by 
their presence. A curious fact iu that 
connection was that tho rabbits had 
been introduced from England but a 
few years before by sonio generous- 
mindod person who thought ho was be- 
stowing a real boon upon an entirely 
rabbitless country by this courso. 

So thoroughly wore ho and tho com- 
munity at largo impressed with tho 
idoa that a jollification mooting, with 
speeches and champagne, and bon- 
tiros and a good time generally, was 
hold when the rabbits wero liberated; 
visions of rabbit-pio loomed up iu tho 
mind of tho colonist, without a thought 
that tho few innocent animals thus lib- 
erated would populate tho country 
with their species iu such 'numbers as 
to seriously threaten its most important 
industries. 

Consul General Spencer, of Mel- 
bourne, writing to tho stato depart- 
ment on this subject, says: "The mul- 
tiplication of rabbits in the colonies 
has become a veritable plague. A 
single pair, introduced for the amuse- 
ment of tho sportsman, has developed 
into millions." 

Before tho advance of the most timid 
of animals flocks and herds are com- 
pelled to retire, and oven man himself 
is starved into surrender. Iu somo 
instances squatters have been compelled 
to abandon their sheep runs and select- 
ors to relinquish their holdings. Their 
advanco is as noiseless and persistent 
aa the droadod phylloxera. Crossing 
rivers and mountain ranges they are 
alroady advancing; into the interior, 
and ore long will probably be found in 
every part of the island continent, oc- 
casioning heavy losses to the agricult- 
urist and grazier, and involving ex- 
penditures for suppression that will bo 
reckoned by many millions sterling. 

To exterminate the pest all the 
many appliances of modern science 
have been brought to bear, with tho re- 
sult, in some localities, of only check- 
ing its steady advanco. Traps, pois- 
ons, liro-arnii, deadly gases, tho dog, 
tho dingo, the mongoose, have been 
brought into requisition, with hitherto 
but partial or indifferent success. Gov- 
ernment aid, too, has been invoked, 
and there has been a generous re- 
sponse. Tho parliaments of Victoria, 
South Australia, and New South 
Wales have alroady appropriated 
nearly a million of dollars for tho 
extirpation of tho plague, and in all 
probability will have to expend many 
millions more even to keep it within 
bounds. 

Add to this sum tho expenditure of 
private individuals in tho colonies 
named, as well as Tasmania and Now 
Zealand, and the outlay, both past and 
prospective, is something enormous. 
According to tho report of the chiof in- 
spector of stock in New South Wales 
no less than 700,000 acres in that col- 
ony are infested with rabbits. On 
twenty-seven "runs" they are said to 
bo increasing, on thirty-six stationary, 
and on forty-four decreasing. Somo 
116 men, under supervision of inspect- 
ors, have latterly been employed in 
trapping and poisoning, and report 
having destroyed immense numbers. 
Of the various means employed in this 
war of extermination, the most efficient 
aro trapping and poisoning, phosphor- 
ized oats and sulphide of carbon hav- 
ing boon found especially effective. 

Latterly somo specimens of mon- 
goose family have been imported from 
Colombo. After being kept in confine- 
ment for somo time they wero turned 
out on some large estates in those dis- 
tricts in Victoria and New South Wales 
whore the rabbits are most numerous, 
and so far as is known the result of tho 
experiment is said to be most favorable. 
But oven tho rabbit plaguo has its 
compensation; it has opened up new 
channels of trade and given rise to new 
industries. Not to speak of the other 
colonies, in 1882 Victoria exported 4,- 
929,432 rabbit skins, and New Zealand 
8.198,837, of tho aggregate value of 
$631,315. Tho various uses to which 
these are applied, from a felt hat to an 
ermine tippet, are probably known 
only to tho initiated.— Washington Cor. 
Cincinnati Times-Star. 



A Valuable Invention. 



Philadelphia has added materially to 
its reputation for mechanical ingenuity 
by an invention which is styled a "pat- 
ent quarrier and stono-shaper," a sam- 
ple of which received an award at tho 
reoent Stato Fair in this city. Tho ma- 
chine is for cutting rocks and shaping 
them as they lie in their natural beds, 
and its remarkable utility has been sat- 
isfactorily demonstrated. Brielly de- 
scribed it consists of what looks like a 
coarse circular saw driven by steam, 
which cuts upward and backward 
through all kinds of stone with ease 
and rapidity. The teeth of the saw can 
bo removed and replaced at pleasure, 
and the, entire machine occupies but 
a very little space. That it is a labor 
and money saving invention will bo 
readily understood when it is stated that 
it avoids the waste caused by tho pro- 
cess of blasting and requires only one- 
fourth the force usually employed in 
quarrying. The cutter can be set at 
any required angle, and if tho stono is 
to bo finished before removal files are 
attached to each side of the saw plate 
slightly wider than tho cutter, thus re- 
moving tho saw-tooth marks. It is 
claimed, that slate can be quarried by 
this machine and prepared for the mar- 
ket at from one-third to one-fifth the 
present cost, besides saving a vast 
amount of material that is wasted by 
tho blasting process. 

If, as is claimed, the inventor has dis- 
covered a means of applying power to 
the outer edge of the saw instead of 
from the center, he has acccomplished 
whs.t inventors and mechanics have for 
yoars boon striving after.— Philadelphia 
Press. 

The utility of the bicycle is proved by 
tho Vermont farmer, who takes his 
ion'6 machine, suspends the wheels a 
few foot from the lloor, removes tho 
tire, substitutes an endless rope, which 
he also places on tho driving wheels of 
agricultural machines, then makes his 
son mount and furnish motive power 
for sholling corn, cutting hay, turning 
grindstones, etc. — Waterbury Amen- 
can. 

The two daughters of John Bell, tho 
candidate for President of Bell and 
Everett fame, are teaching school at 
Chosnut Hill, where they keep a young 
ladies' academy. 



Cleveland's Policy. 



New Yokk, Dec. 4. — A Washington 
special to the Evening Post says that a 
prominent Democratic member of Con- 
gress who recently visited Gov. Cleve- 
land says that the latter said to him: 
"I intend to resign on the 6th of Jan- 
uary, and as Lieutenant Governor Hill 
will administer the Executive office for 
the next year, I have turned over 
writing the message to him. After lay- 
ing down the duties of Governor L 
shall listen to whatever my Democratic 
friends havo to say, and I shall divide 
my time botween Buflalo and Albmiy 
until the day arrives to go to Washing- 
ton. I intend to give duo consideration 
to the counsel of my party friends. It 
may be that when I enter the Presi- 
dential office some tilings may not move 
as fast as somo Democrats wish; but 1 
think it will bo better to go slow and 
sure. Wo cannot hope to avoid mis- 
takes, but if we proceed slowly wo shall 
make fewer mistakes than if we go 
with a rush." The member of Congress 
with whom Cleveland talked says the 
Governor will become President with- 
out any ambition for a second term; 
that be holds to the second term prin- 
ciple laid down in his letter of accept 
ance, and declares that his great object 
is to so administer tho government 
as to lay the foundation for a long con- 
tinued Democratic rule. The Governor 
incidently alluded to the report of a 
quarrel between him and Hendricks, 
saying that they did not in their con- 
versation discuss politics, and that two 
men never parted more pleasantly. This 
Congressman drew from his conver- 
sation with Cleveland that the hitter 
has not yet made up his mind with re- 
gard to a single Cabinet appointment. 
He is deferring these matters until he 
retires from the Governorship.
